5. The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest in claim 1 that the second encountered section has 
a bore of at least 0.495 inch and Include at least two sub-sections of air path in which a 
second encountered of the at least two sub-sections has a bore at least 0.007 inch 
larger than a first encountered of the at least two sub-sections of air path, and in which 
the bore of the tubular main air path does not exceed 0.85. inch within the first 65% of 
the total primary air path length, and In claims 1 1 and 16 that the internal air passages
